Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sitrick 
5,728,960. 

Sitrick discloses a game system which enables a player to play a game for 
evaluating accuracy of an operation performed when the player has operated an actual 
performance operation instrument in accordance with an operation instruction given in 
connection with a displayed image of a performance operation instrument appearing on 
a game display screen (col. 5, II. 14-67 onto col. 6, II. 1-31), which comprises a mark-up 
processing device which marks up an improvised musical operation which is played with 
a degree of freedom of performance by the player through use of the actual 
performance operation instrument in accordance with a performance operation 
instruction (col. 6, II. 32-67 onto col. 7, lines 1-11). Further, Sitrick shows that the above 
game system can be played by a plurality of players as shown in Figure 4. 



3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Strick 6,084,168 discloses other type of game system.
